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To get around tariff barriers, 
American Industrialists expand 
operations by establishing 
plants in. foreign countries. 
Each time this happens the 
economy of the United States Is 
weakened. 

Farmers in this country can- 
not follow this pattern. They 
are tied to tho soil. Exports to 
foreign markets make up a 
large part of our agricultural 
income. Efficiency of farmers 
In the United States has not 
only kept agriculture produc- 
tion pace of the population ex- 
plosion, but has surpassed it. 
The European farmer is becom- 
ing more efficient patterning 
his operation after his Ameri- 
can counterpart. 

This is the reason for Presi- 
dent Kennedy's proposal to 
gradually lower tariff barriers. 
The American farmer will be 
assured of an expanded demand 
for his produce because he can 
compete with the market of tho 
rapidly growing European Eco- 
nomic Community. 

Farmers in Illinois have a 
vital stake in the outcome*- of 
congressional action on this pro- 
posal. U. S. agriculture must 
be in the position to compete 
with the Common Market, or 
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else our storage bins will bulgo 
beyond capacity and threaten 
our support program. 

While industrial manufac- 
turers stand to gain immeas- 
urably from lower tariffs, no 
segment of our economy has 
more at stake than agriculture. 
In Illinois, 10 per cent of the 
farm workers can attribute their 
jobs to export demand, both in 
processed and unprocessed 
form. 

The economic rate of growth 
of the Common Market Is now 
twice as great as that of the 
United States. If our- own 
economy is to prosper, we must 
take action to expand our ex- 
ports. U. S. genius for effi- 
cient productlvo methods and 
our dependence upon world 
trade have a common denomin- 
ator — Increased demand for U, 
S. produced goods. An oppor- 
tunity to increase that demand 
is represented by President 
Kennedy's export expansion 
program. 

In I860 1 tho United States ex- 
ported more than $17 billion 
worth of products from Ameri- 
can factories and farms, com- 
pared to $8 billion In 1850. By 
1870 it is estimated that our 
exports will Increase more than 
40 per cent and will total $24 
billion. 



Defense expenditures for our 
own military forces averaged 
about 940 billion a year over tho 
last five years.. During tho next 
five it is believed likely that the 
figure. will be about. 950 billion 
a year, and, If military assist- 
ance and atomic energy costs 
'are added in, will reach or ap- 
proach 955 billion.
